Tortice  from  White  River,  Ariz. 
Miss  Tcrtice  is  a 19-year-old 
\pache  Indian  majoring  in  History.

orary Indian  Chief.

ca ome.  But  Metromedia  has  enough  con- 


i fidence  in  “Operation  MM  Elite”  to  spend 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  on  it. 

Rough  estimates,  based  on  the  $1.50  per 
hour  salary  figure  of  student  workers  and 
the  $2  per  hour  salary  of  supervisors,  indi- 
cate that  Metromedia  will  spend  about 
$170,000  paying  the  nearly  1,800  students  and 
faculty  members  who  have  worked  on  the 
coding  project.  And  it  is  still  impossible  to 
estimate  how  much  Metromedia  will  pay 
BYU  for  use  of  its  Computer  Center,  ac- 
cording to  Ben  E.  Lewis,  Vice  President 
and  Business  Manager  of  the  University. 
Lewis  indicated  the  fee  would  depend  on 
the  amount  of  Metromedia  work  the  Compu- 
ter Center  handles. 

MAIL  ORDER 

The  New  York  company  is,  to  quote 
Peterson,  “a  diversified  communications 


and  entertainment  company.”  Among  its 
ownings  are  several  television  and  radio 
stations,  the  famous  Ice  Capades  ice  show, 
the  world’s  largest  outdoor  and  transit  ad- 
vertising organizations,  David  Wolper  Pro- 
ductions (currently  filming  “The  Devil’s 
Brigade”  near  Salt  Lake  City),  and  four  of 
the  world’s  largest  mail  order  firms,  in- 
cluding O.  E.  McIntyre  Co.,  which  sponsored 
the  survey  involved  in  “Operation  MM 
Elite.” 

The  O.  E.  McIntyre  Co.  has  a computer 
registration  of  about  43,000,000  names  of 
heads  of  households,  comprising  approxi- 
mately 80  per  cent  of  all  American  fami- 
lies. Of  these,  a small  fraction  was  selected 
in  certain  major  market  areas  of  the  United 
States  to  receive  the  questionaires  used  in 
the  “MM  Elite”  survey.  The  questionaires 


reveal  family  income  levels,  material  goods 
owned,  and  buying  habits  in  male-headed 
households  in  upped  income  bracket  areas. 

COMPUTER  USE 

BYU  students  and  faculty  working  in  the 
Wilkinson  Center  Games  Room  have  been 
coding  this  information  on  printed  cards 
so  that  is  can  be  transferred  to  computer 
tapes  for  use  by  Metromedia’s  computers. 

“To  my  knowledge,  it  is  the  largest  cod- 
ing operation  ever  attempted  anywhere,” 
said  Peterson.  The  Wilkinson  Center  Games 
Room  was  chosen  because  it  was  “the  only 
area  logically  big  enough,”  according  to 
Wilkinson  Center  Business  Manager  Jay 
Eitner.  Project  work  had  to  be  organized 
into  four  shifts  of  four  hours  each  to  accom- 
I odate  the  large  number  of  workers  involved.

BECKER  FACTS? 


Dear  Editor: 

It  seems  to  me,  after  reading 
Becker’s  column  in  Thursday’s 
Universe,  that  Becker  is  not  real- 
ly interested  in  presenting  an  ob- 
jective appraisal  of  the  “facts” 
in  the  case  of  the  “Benson  letter”, 
despite  his  protestations  to  the 
contrary. 

I don’t  know  whether  Reed  Ben- 
son wrote  the  letter  in  question  or 
not.

the  guise  of  objectivity.  Proper 
research  into  the  question  would 
certainly  involve  more  than  a 
phone  call  to  Reed  Benson;  it 
should  indude,  at  least,  extended 
questioning  of  both  Benson  and 
McKay  and  followup  of  leads, 
such  as  the  “man  in  Ogden.”

Soyuz  1,  first  of  Russia’s  “third 
generation”  of  spaceships,  was 
launched  at  3:35  a.m.

There  were  reports  in  Moscow 
before  the  launch  that  two  manned 
spacecraft  would  be  orbited  to  con- 
duct Russia’s  first  space  rendez- 


vous and  orbital  hookup. 

That  would  be  a logical  step  in 
preparation  for  later  moon  flights.

Wallace  Will 
Decide  Soon 
On  Candidacy 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - Former 
Alabama  Gov.  George  Wallace  said 
Sunday  he  would  decide  by  the 
end  of  the  year  whether  he  would 
be  a candidate  for  President  in 
1968. 

At  that  time,  he  said  he  also 
would  decide  whether  he  would  run 
in  the  Democratic  primaries  or 
as  a third-party  candidate. 

Wallace  said  in  a television  in- 
terview (Meet  the  Press— NBC) 
there  was  “no  one  likely  to  be 
nominated”  by  the  Republicans  or 
Democrats  whom  he  could  support. 

“There  is  more  chance  that  I 
will  run  than  there  is  that  I won’t 
run,”  Wallace  said,  because  there 
was  such  a slim  chance  that  the 
platforms  of  the  two  major  parties 
would  offer  any  major  differences. 

“Nobody’s  trying  to  blackmail 
anybody,”  Wallace  said.  He  said 
if  he  entered  the  campaign  this 
time,  “I’m  going  all  the  way.” 

He  said  he  was  seriously  con- 
sidering entry  in  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Democratic  primary  — “That 
is  a primary  we’re  not  supposed 
to  win”  — and  in  the  California 
primary. 

Asked  if  he  believed  a man  with 
a reputation  as  a racist,  “either 
deserved  or  undeserved,”  could  be 
elected  President,  Wallace  replied, 
“Yes  sir.”  He  said  his  racist  repu- 
tation was  undeserved. 

Wallace  said  a recent  gallup  poll 
showed  he  now  would  draw  13  per 
cent  of  the  vote  for  President,  com- 
pared with  7 per  cent  last  fall. 
This,  he  said,  proved  there  was 
“an  evergrowing  tendency  on  the 
part  of  the  American  people  who 
are  fed  up  with  big  government.” 

A gallup  poll  published  Sunday 
showed  that  in  a three-way  presi- 
dential race,  Wallace  would  hurt 
Republicans  rather  than  Demo- 
crats in  the  South  and  nationally. 

Michigan  Gov.  George  Romney 
outpolled  President  Johnson,  53  to 
43  per  cent,  with  five  per  cent  un- 
decided. But  when  Wallace  also 
was  considered  as  a candidate, 
43  per  cent  favored  Johnson,  35  per 
cent  supported  Romney  and  13  per 
cent  were  for  Wallace,  the  poll 
showed. 

Wallace  said  his  candidacy  would 
draw  votes  away  from  Republicans 
in  the  South  and  away  from  Demo- 
crats in  the  north.

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Spikers  Upset  Bruins

All-American  Jon  Stanley,  player- 
coach  of  the  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity volleyball  team,  led  the 
Cougars  to  a 3-2  game  victory  over 
tiie  number  one  ranked  UCLA 
Bruins  who  are  regarded  by  many 
as  the  best  team  in  the  nation. 

UCLA  player-coach  Mel  Skates 
headed  the  offensive  attack  for 
the  Bruins  which  downed  the 
Pumas  15-7  in  the  first  game  of  the 
best-of-five  match.  Stanley  and 
Dick  Cox,  co-captain,  led  the  Cou- 
gar attack  which  fell  short  to  the 
powerful  Bruin  club. 

CATS  COMEBACK 

Down  by  scores  of  11-5  and  12-6 
the  Cougars  staged  a spectacular 
comeback  to  edge  the  Bruins,  15-14, 
in  the  second  game  of  the  match. 
Stanley  and  Dave  North  combined 
talents  with  Jerry  Hekekia  and 
“Jinx”  Naumu  to  lead  the  way  to 
victory  and  evened  the  match  at 
1-1. 

The  Cougars  caught  fire  in  the 
third  game  to  tally  seven  points  be- 


fore UCLA  could  get  one.  Never 
threatened,  the  Pumas  went  on  to 
bury  the  Bruins,  15-6,  and  gain  a 
2-1  game  edge  in  the  match.  Heke- 
kia and  Wilfred  Navalta  provided 
the  sets  with  Stanley  and  Cox  rip- 
ping the  UCLA  defense  with  well- 
aimed  spikes. 

BRUINS  RALLY 

The  Bruins  rallied  in  the  fourth 
game  to  squeeze  by  the  Mountain 
Cats,  15-13,  and  throw  the  match 
into  a 2-2  deadlock.  Skates  gam- 
red  most  of  the  Bruin  points  with 
assists  from  Mike  Ryan  and  Greg 
Miller. 

The  Pumas  jumped  off  to  a 5-0 
lead  in  the  opening  moments  of 
the  fifth  and  final  game,  but  a 
determined  UCLA  club  proved  its 
ability  by  taking  the  lead  at  11-9. 
An  alert  defense  and  an  outstand- 
ing team  effort  by  the  Cougars 
sparked  a comback  which  evened 
the  game  at  13-13. 

Proving  his  All-American  rating, 
Stanley  smashed  a tremendous 
spike  which  broke  the  tie  and  put 


the  Pumas  within  one  point  of  vic- 
tory. 1300  fans  roared  wildly  as  Ted 
Winfield  smashed  a set  from  Nau- 
mu to  capture  the  victory  and  hand 
UCLA  its  second  loss  of  the  sea- 
son. 

“The  team  rose  to  the  occasion 
and  played  better  than  ever,”  re- 
marked Stanley.  “I  am  really 
proud  of  them.”  He  added,  “I 
would  sincerely  like  to  thank  all 
those  who  supported  us  by  attend- 
ing the  game.” 

The  game,  which  proved  to  be  a 
tremendous  crowd  pleaser,  was  an- 
alyzed by  several  spectators  as 
being  “tremendous,  excellent  en- 
tertainment,” and  “the  best  dollar 
I’ve  ever  spent.” 

Editors  note:  In  the  second  match 
of  the  BYU-Bruin  duel  played  Sat- 
urday night  in  the  Deseret  Gym

examination  period,  a number  of 
professors  required  a take-home 
final  examination.  Students  report 
that  in  some  cases,  these  examina- 
tions took  an  excessive  amount  of 
time  during  dead  week  and  during 
the  final  examination  period. 

This  kind  of  activity  seems  to 
defeat  the  purpose  of  the  final  ex- 
amination period  when  the  student 
should  be  encouraged  to  review 
the  work  of  all  of  his  courses  and 
prepare  for  a two  or  three  hour 
examination  in  each  subject.  Sev- 
eral items  should  be  kept  in  mind. 

9 Term  papers  should  be  as- 
signed early  in  the  semester  to  be 
due  not  later  than  the  last  day  of 
classes  prior  to  dead  week  and 


should  not  be  confused  with  final 
examinations. 

8 In  the  University  Handbook  on 
page  85  it  states  “no  teacher  is 
authorized  to  give  a final  exami- 
nation before  the  officially  sched- 
uled time  in  the  final  examination 
period.” 

• In  the  University  Handbook  on 
page  85  is  states  “.  . . in  no  case 
shall  a final  examination  period  be 
longer  than  the  time  scheduled.” 

In  light  of  these  concepts,  clear 
distinction  should  be  made  between 
term  projects  and  the  final  exam- 
ination. It  is  required  that  each 
teacher  adhere  to  the  University 
policy  in  final  examination  pro- 
cedure.
